Get The Most Out Of Social Security 


People in the process of setting 
forth resolutions for the New Year 
should seriously consider one they 
probably haven't thought of: that is, 
how to insure they are getting the 
most out of their Social Security 


protection, 
Because Social Security coverage 
is automatic in most cases -- the 


employer deducts the Social Security 
taxes before the employee gets the 
salary -- many people take the 
protection it represents for granted. 
As a result, they may be surprised 
when they find out about some of its 
features when they start receiving 
benefits. . 

Many people don’t realize, for 
example, that Social Security is not 
designed to replace all of a person’s 
previous income, Other features 
that may come as a surprise are: 

The retirement test - the limita- 
tion on earnings for people who are 
receiving Social Security benefits. 

The fact that Social Security 
retirement benefits continue for life, 

The Number of different 
survivors and dependents that may 
be eligible for benefits when you 
retire, become disabled, or die, 

Or the fact that benefits increase 
with the cost of living. 

If these facts come as a surprise 
to you, a resolution you should 
include on your list this year is to 
find out more about Social Security. 
Call the office nearest you and ask 
for a general leaflet on Social 
Security. You can also get leaflets 
covering special subjects you may be 
interested in, such as the disability 
program, how work affects your 
checks, and how self-employment 
income is reported. The office has a 
number of leaflets and other 
information materials that you may 
also find useful for your club, 
church, or other organization 
interested in Social Security. 

The risk of not knowing what 
your Social Security protection 
involves is not so much a loss of 
benefits, although some do. In order 
to receive benefits you must apply 
for them. A late application may 
mean missing out on some months of

The more serious risk, however is 
not receiving the full measure of the 
protection the program provides. 

For example, people who know 
about Social Security disability and 
survivors protection are able to pur- 
chase insurance for their family 
taking Social Security benefits into 
account. A worker earning average 
wages may expect Social Security 
disability benefits to replace about 
35 percent of the earnings before 
becoming disabled. Thus, it would 
only be necessary to worry about 
sufficient insurance to provide the 
difference between what Social 
Security provides and what is 
needed. 

Likewise, many people who 
continue working after retirement 
and are aware of the earnings 
limitation will arrange to work and 
earn at a level of that won't affect 
their Social Security benefits. Bene- 
fits are reduced $1 for every $2 of 
earnings over the limit. The limit 
increases each year with increases in 
general wage levels. 

In 1985, a person 65 and over 
may earn $7,320 without affecting 
his or her benefits. People under 65 
may earn $5,400 before benefits are 
affected. The earnings limit does not 
apply to people age 70 and older. 

Social Security is not just some- 
thing you need to know about when 
you retire, become disabled, or for 
your family to find out about when 
you die. To really work for you, it 
should be a part of your financial 
planning right now. A New Year's 
resolution to call the Dothan Social 
Security office for more information 
would be a good place to start. The 
telephone number is 1-800-325-0334.

Call AIS For Information 


On Arthritis 

Beginning Monday, Feb. 4, 
anyone in Alabama can get the most 
up-to-date information and factual 
answers to their questions about 
arthritis by dialing a state-wide 
toll-free number, 1-800-345-6780, 
and in Jefferson County by dialing 
934-0542. 

Answering questions will be staff 
members and specially trained yol- 
unteers of the Arthritis Information 
Service, a pilot program jointly 
sponsored by the National Institutes 
of Health and the UAB Multipur- 
pose Arthritis Center. 

The AIS is the first such service 
in the country associated with a 
multipurpose Arthritis Center. 

The new AIS will be open from 9 
a.m. - 12 noon weekdays. At other 
hours callers, messages will be tape 
recorded and their calls returned 
later. 

‘We want to help the people of 
our state become more aware of the 
‘importance of early diagnosis of 
arthritis, the treatments available to 
them in controlling arthritis, and 
what current research is saying 
about causes and cures,’’ said Mary 
Altz-Smith, M.D., medical advisor of 
the AIS. 

‘The toll-free number is one way 
of helping. Having the means to get 
quick and accurate information will 
aid the people of Alabama in dealing 
with the aches and pains associated 
with arthritis.’’ 

Arthritis is America’s number 
one crippling disease. It affects 
people of all ages. Including 
children. Although there is no 
known cure for arthritis, lots can be 
done to help control the pain and 
debilitating effects that can result. 

Dr. Altz-Smith noted that many 
misconceptions about arthritis 
persist among the population, such 
as the belief that copper bracelets 
are useful in arthritis treatment. ‘'If 
you hear of a treatment or other 
development, and want to know if it 
is worth trying, call the AIS and find 
out,’ she said “One of the 
purposes of the AIS is to dispel 
myths and to make people more 
aware of the risks of trying unproven 
remedies 

AIS Coordinator Sandra Koplon 
adds, “The Arthritis Information 
Service is not a diagnostic service -- 
that’s a physician's responsibility, 
Rather, it’s a public information 
service that supplies information 
about arthritis and provides a link 
between the public and the arthritis- 
related health services.’’ This 
information is sometimes 
supplemented by written material 
sent to the caller at no charge. 

‘Medical information used by 
staff and volunteers to answer 
questions directed to the AIS has 
been provided primarily by the 
physicians and staff members of 
UAB's Multipurpose Arthritis 
Center,"’ said Ms. Koplon. 

Multipurpose Arthritis Centers, 
established by the National Arthritis 
Act of 1974, are comprehensive 


approaches to the manifold problems 
of the rheumatic and related joint 
diseases. There are now 15 such 
centers around the nation. They 
enlist a variety of professions to 
develop urgently needed new 
knowledge and prompt, effective 
application of current knowledge 
about arthritis.
